All are made from essentially the 
snme ingredients, sugar and corn mcnl, 
the formulae and methods of treat- 
ment varying slightly. The prices at 
which they are sold hIso vary, hut the 
ruling quotation Is SB n quart. While 
few fatalities, from physiological 
causes, have been traced to the drinks, 
the mental reactions that the drinks 
produce have caused a tiumher of 
deaths In the district, 
Saturday night and 
There now 1* said to be 
eating liquor In the district than 
wa* when Ilclmont county boasted of 
the largest bar In the United States, 
If not In the world.

New Tork. — An attnek by Itritiah 
soldiers upon a crowd of 
tlvea of Indln. »« they were 
to present to a Itrltlsh deputy commis- 
sioner a petition for the release of 
two of their lenders, led a few days 
later to the MMM*M of 1.00(1 Indiana 
In a gritif aipinre nt Amrltsar, In the 
Punjab district of India In the spring 
of II'IO. says a report prepared by the 
I'nnjah subcommittee of the Indian na- 
tional congress. 

Dissatisfaction among the nntlves 
frrst became uppnrent with the pas- 
sage of tin- lioufcit bills, designed to 
punish sedition. 

All over the ronntry resolutions 
were passed by huge muss meetings 
protesting against the law and de- 
manding its repent. 

The trouble, the report states, be- 
gan In eanie«t when two Influential 
natives. Da-tors Kltchlew nnd Sntya- 
f>nl. were arrested and their friends 
beard they were to be de|«irt.-d. 
Many Nativea Killed. 

The report continues wltb a descrip- 
tion of the fight between nutlves and 
soldiery, during which ninny of the 
former were killed and the survivors 
Inflamed to such a pitch of fury that 
they returned Into the city and ni>- 
plled the torch to several principal 
buildings. 

The occurrence which directly led 
to the subsequent wholesale massacres 
In the Jiilleanuala Hugh, the report 
asserts, wns ■ proclamation issued 
about this time by Geo. Dyer forbid- 
ding the nntlves to assemble publicly. 

"The public meeting In the Jallean- 
wala Pagb," the report states, "was 
called before the proclamation had 
reached more than half the population. 
Shortly before the arrival of Gen. Dyer 
on the scene with ninety soldiers and 
two armored cars. Hans KnJ had taken 
charge of the meeting, the audience

He 
did not need even to mention the claim 
for recognition of the Russian debt 
to Km nee. for the discussion did not 
get that far. He refused (o sign the 
note to Moscow stating the conditions 
of the conference. So Lloyd George 
returned to Lumbal, pretended he 
was quite *ati*f)ii| with the situation, 
nml said the note would be forwanled 
to Russia as so. in us It had been ap- 
proved by Italy. 

Meanwhile Roland Is being over- 
whelmed, and If she Is to he aided, the 
form of aid and the source from which 
It la tn cine remain umlmliled 
Neither Great Britain nor Italy Is In 
a position politically to send tns.p*. 
and Germany will not permit the al- 
lies to trnnsport munition* of war 
through her territory nor to turn over 
to Roland the ann* un.l MMMMMMM 
she surrendered to her conqueror*. In 
thl* Germany rest* on the terms of 
Ihe peace treaty. Franco alone could 
send au arm*- to (be rescue of Ihe 
Roles, and this she may do. 

One other alternative I* offered. 
BaMMJ Luilendorff. the fonner Ger- 
man war chief. Is snld to have told I 
the British charge ■ftUMIVM at Berlin 
MM he will nilse an army of l.uio.nno i 
men to fight the boisheviki If the al- 
lies will consent. Rut hi* condition* 
are thnt Rosen be relumed to Ger- 
mtfhy and Hint certain clauses of the 
treaty of Versailles he annulled, among 
them those dealing with I»mi/.lg. This 
would be u bitter pill for Ihe allies 
to swallow, but It Is In effect the pre- 
script! ilso of Winston Churchill, 

Ihe British war minister, who asserts 
that Germany alone can stop the for- 
ward march of bolshevlsin. and that 
to MMM her to do so would aid her 
to recover speedily her place among 
the nations. Such a recovery proba- 
bly Is desired by those who would prof-
